^  H  +  a5*e  nevertheless  important,  Influenza  has  only  been  sporadic,  ' 
and  it  has  been  of  low  virulence.  *  • 

.  Considering  the  difficulties  caused  by  wartime  conditions,  the 
slight  increase  in  Tuberculosis  is  not  disturbing  in  this  district. 


It  is  a  tribute  to  the  food  rationing  scheme  that  those  poor 
areas  where  infections  are  usually  bred  have  been  singularly  free  front 

disease,  and  in  consequence  the  health  of  the  area,  as  a  whole  has  been 
maintained  at  a  high  level. 


towards  the  end  of  this  year,  a  disease,  which  is  not  at  present

patitis  or  Catarrhal  Jaundice#  All  cases  recovered  completely,  with 
no  sequelae  as  far  as  can  be  assessed# 


,  .  ,  .  A . disquieting  feature,  though  not  in  itself  serious,  has  been  the 

lgh  incidence  of  Scabies.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  General 
Practitioners  in  this  area  who  were  able,  by  adopting  domiciliary 

me  . ods,  to  check  a  nuisance  disease  which  could  have  assumed  more 
serious  proportions* 


During  the  year  (there  has  been  no  reason  to  be  more  aware  of  the 
incidence  of  venereal  Disease,.  Appropriate  propaganda  and  other 
asures  have  been  taken  to  control  and  discourage  the  disease#

,  A  notable  feature  of  the  year  has  been  the  installation  of  an 

Sewage  Works  which  is  placed  at  a  satisfactory  and  considerable 
istance  from  the  town.  The  old  Sewage  Works  had  been  a  nuisance  for 
many  years  in  respect  of  river  pollution  and  obnoxious  smell. 


It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  revise  our  arrangements 
egaraing  the  accommodation  of  Smallpox  cases.  These  cases  are  the
